the  Dead,”  and  “Go  to  College— 
Learn  to  Riot,”  paraded  peacefully 

The  group,  led  by  Charles  Suggs, 
20,  Calif.;  Glen  Parker,  19,  Alaska; 
and  Noel  Sullivan,  19,  Pa.,  began 
at  Eighth  North,  marched-  down 
First  West  and  ended  in  the  park 
ing  lot  of  Provo  City  Post  Office 
where  the  letter  was  presented  to 
Postal  Officials. 

THROUGHOUT  the  parade,  mar- 
chers sang  the  National  Anthem, 
BYU’s  pep  song  and  other  patriotic 
songs;  however,  the  limelight  was 
stolen  by  two  five-month-old  twins, 
Kathi  and  Kristi  Finch. 

The  twins,  pushed  by  their  par- 
ents, Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clifford  Finch 
of  Provo,  endured  the  parade  in 
fine  fettle. 

PARKER  AND  GLEN  have  been 
busy  the  past  week  collecting  sign- 
atures for  their  epistle  supporting 
Viet  Nam  Policy. 

During  this  time,  the  BYU  cam- 
pus has  been  the  scene  of  a num- 
ber of  heated  debates  caused  by 
those  who  either  supported  or  were 
against  American  policy  in  Viet 
Nam.

A GERMAN  immigrant  who  has 
been  to  Viet  Nam  summed  up  his 
and  many  others’  feeling  toward 
those  who  advocate  total  pacifism 
when  he  said;  “Don’t  you  people 
realize  you  can’t  have  peace  with- 
out fre^om.”

Carter  Sets  Three  School  Records 
As  Comeback  Falls  Short  At  Logan

Beaten  on  the  scoreboard  but  not 
in  spirit,  BYU’s  young  Cougars 
gave  Utah  State's  powerful  Aggies 
a run  for  their  money  before  bow- 
ing 34-21,  in  a wild  football  fracas 
in  Logan  last  Saturday. 


15,596  FANS— a new  Romney 
Stadium  record— got  more  than 
their  money’s  worth  watching  the 
tremendous  offensive  show  put  on 
by  USU’s  Roy  Shivers,  Ron  Ed- 
wards, and  the  Dave  Clark,  and 
the  brilliance  of  BYU’s  passing  wiz- 
ard, Virgil  Carter. 


After  the  Provo  eleven  jumped 
off  to  an  early  lead  on  a Carter  aer- 


ial to  Kent  Obom,  the  Farmers 
came  storming  back,  determined 
to  prevent  a repetition  of  last 
year’s  stunning  upset  at  the  hands 
of  the  Cougars. 


THE  HOST  squad,  on  the  elusive 
running  of  All  American  candidate 
Shivers  and  the  Edwards-to-Clark 
passing  combination,  tied  the  count 
at  7-7  by  quarters  end,  added  an- 
other in  the  second  period,  and  ran 
up  a 34-7  lead  by  the  end  of  the 
third  quarter. 


BYU’s  never-say-die  gridders, 
racking  up  more  total  yardage  and 
more  first  downs  than  their  van- 
quishers, fought  back  for  two 
fourth-stanza  touchdowns.

record-smashing  day,  gained  408 
total  yards  to  Utah  State’s  356  and 
gained  21  first  downs  to  16  for  the 
nation’s  tenth  best  defensive  team. 


Carter  set  three  school  records 
as  he  completed  22  passes  out  of 
51  attempts  for  361  yards  and,  in 
picking  up  17  more  on  runs  for  a 
378-yard  sum,  eclipsed  Eldon  For- 
tie’s  one  game  total  offense  record 
of  343. 


The  breakaway  sprints  of  Shivers 
gave  the  Y defense  fits  as  he  con- 
sistently shook  loose  for  large 
chunks  of  yardage  to  spark  the  Ag- 
gie offense. 


It  was  a day  of  records  for  both 
teams.  Edwards,  a scrambling 
quarterback,  threw  two  TD  passes 
to  Clark,  setting  a new  USU  career 
mark  of  21,  and  the  two  scores  gave 
the  Aggie  split  end  a place  in  the 
Utah  State  books  with  nine. 


Shivers’  15th  touchdown  on 
pass-run  play  tied  a school  mark, 
and  ran  the  Aggie  tailback’s  points 
for  the  season  to  90,  highest  in  the 
country. 


Virgil  Carter’s  51  attempts  estab- 
listed  a new  Western  Athletic  Con- 
ference mark,  erasing  the  old  re- 
cord of  47,  set  by  Arizona  State’s 
John  Torok.  The  previous  BYU  high 
was  Carroll  Johnston’s  30,  and 
Carter’s  22  completions  bettered 
Johnston’s  record  of  18  in  that  cate- 
gory.

The  BYU  defense  held  the  Farm- 
ers after  the  opening  kickoff  and 
the  Cougars  proceed^  to  score  the 
first  time  they  got  the  football  on 
three  pitches  to  tailback  Oborn,  the 
clincher  being  a 33-yarder. 

Two  series  of  downs  later  the 
Aggies  provided  the  equalizer  on  a 
68  yard  drive  featuring  the  amaz- 
ing running  of  Shivers.  The  Utah 
Staters  hit  paydirt  on  an  Edward- 
to-Clark  pass  after  Shivers  had 
moved  them  to  the  BYU  25  on  a 45- 
yard  dash. 


The  Aggie  tailback  ran  for  180 
yards  on  21  carries  for  an  average 
of  8.6  yards  per  effort  and  gained 
35  more  as  a pass  receiver. 


The  victory  ran  the  Utah  State 
string  to  seven  straight  for  the 
season,  and  evened  BYU’s  record 
at  3-3.  The  Cougars  host  arch  rival 
Utah  this  weekend  in  a Homecom- 
ing contest  while  the  Aggies  are  on 
the  road  against  Memphis  State.
